SUBJECT: POLLUTION CONTROL TRADE MISSION TO COLOMBIA AND 
BRAZIL 

1 . DUTIES OF AO BASTIAN IN BOGOTA COMPLETED. ENTIRE EMBASSY 
STAFF HAS BEEN OUTSTANDING IN ITS SUPPORT OF AO AND IN MAKING 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE PLANS INCLUDE (A) RECEPTION WHICH 
AMBASSADOR VARY HAS AGREED TO HOST, (B) EMBASSY BRIEFING 
FOR TM MEMBERS IN ORDER TO PRESENT A COMPREHENSIVE PICTURE 
OF BUSINESS AND INVESTMENT CLIMATE IN COLOMBIA, AND (C) 
INDIVIDUALS APPOITMENTS, AS OUTLINED BELOW. THE PROGRAM 
DEVISED FOR BOGOTA IS BELIEVED TO OFFER MISSION MEMBERS AN 
EXCELLENT OPPORTUNITY TO TAKE ADVANTAGE OF A DEVELOPING 
INTEREST IN POLLUTION CONTROL EQUIPMENT IN COLOMBIA. WITH 
THE RECENT PASSING OF AN EXTREMELY COMPREHENSIVE NATURAL 
RESOURCE PROTECTION CODE, THE MARKET FOR SUBJECT EQUIPMENT 
IN THIS COUNTRY SHOULD DEVELOP QUICKLY IN THE FUTURE.

MARCH 20 THRU DEPARTURE FROM BOGOTA ON MARCH 25. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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TEQUENDAMA WILL ALLOW MISSION TO CHECKOUT AFTER THE 
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NORMAL 3:00 P.M. CHECKOUT TIME AT NO EXTRA CHARGE. 

MISSION DEPARTS FOR RIO ON MARCH 25 AT 8:00 P.M. (NOT 
10:00 P.M. AS INDICATED IN FEBRUARY 2, 1976 MEMO 
ENTITLED "MEMO FOR MEMBERS OF THE U.S. POLLUTION CONTROL 
EQUIPMENT TRADE MISSION TO COLOMBIA/BRAZIL"). 

4. VARIG OFFICE HERE HAS NO RECORD ON RESERVATIONS FOR 
MISSION ON FLIGHT NO.875 TO RIO. THERE IS GENERALLY QUITE 
A DELAY BETWEEN THE DATE RESERVATIONS ARE MADE IN U.S.
